The Union Bill. 
Our readers will find tiro bill for tho 
Union of tho Colonies oi Vancouvoi 
Island and British Columbia in our 
columns this moi-iing. It is short 
but explicit onough to eonvinco all 
that British Columbia will get every- 
thing and "Vancouver Inland nothing 
— tho natural result of tho uncondi- 
tional Union resolutions. Even the 
fiscal policy of Ibis Colony is meddled 
with, and although tho placo for the 
Capital is not indicated, thero can be 
Jittlo doubt that Governor Seymour 
and Colonel Moody havo had the car 
of Mr Card'.voll, and havo shaped mat- 
tors to suit tho largo landed interests 
of tho last-named. Tho bill was in* 
troduced into tho IIouso of Commons 
on tho 11th of Juno and orderod to bo 
printed. Upon tho formation of the 
Derby Ministry, Parliament was an- 
nounced to meet on tho 5th July, in 
which caso wo Bhould havo somothing 
concerning tho fato of tho bill on the 
arrival of tho next sieamor. Tho Le- 
gislative Council of British Columbia, 
attor Union, will consist of twonty- 
threo mombors. Tho presont Council 
of that Colony numbors fifteen— eight 
official and sovon popular members. 
Tho romaining eight, who will proba- 
bly bo elected from Vancouver Island, 
will havo a pleasant time of it iu com- 
batting tho influonco of tho fifteen 
British Columbians. Union in our 
caso is simply Annexation. Wo are 
to bo annoxod to tho sistor Colony ; 
but as such annoxation is contingent 
upon tho consent of tho Legislature 
of this Colony being obtained, wo are 
convincod that no such ono-sided 
arrangement as that proposed will 
ever bo swallowed by it. The 
country wants Union ; and it is pro- 
parod to sacrifico a groat deal to bring 
it about; but it is not prepared to 
part with its popular institutions, its 
capital, and to chango its fiscal polioy, 
for tho privilege of becoming a part 
of British Columbia. No, no, Mr 
Cardwoll 1 tho Legislature mado fools 
of tho pooplo when it patscd tho odi- 
ous unconditional Union resolutions ; 
but tho people will havo no Union 
that is not established on an equitable 
basis. Tho proposed bill will not 
answer— depond upon that !

of West Lonpitudo, and Bhall include Queen 
Charlotte's Island and all other lsluuds adja- 
cent to tho said Territories, except VanetiU" 
ver Island and tho Islands adjacent thereto. 

9. After tho Ui.ion British Columbia Bhall 
compri?o all tho Territories and Islands 
alorosnid, inclusive of Vancouvor Islaud and

The Acts described in tho Schedule to this 
Act are hereby repealed ; but this Repeal 
shall not invalidate any Order in Council

UNION OF THE COLONIES. 

A BILL, 



The Union of tlie Colony cf Vancouver 
Island with, the Colony of British 
Columbia. 



Prepared and brought in by Mr Edward Fos- 
ter and Mr Secretary Cardwtll. 

Ordered by the House of Commons to bo 
printed, lllh June, 18t>6. 

Be it enacted by the Queen's Most Excel- 
lent Majesty, by and -with tho advice and 
consent of the Leirds Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament as- 
sembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : 

1. This Act may be cited as Tho British 
Columbia Act, 18G6. 

2. In this Act the term Governor means 
any OtUoer for tbe time buiotj lawlully ad- 
minstering the Government. 

3. The Governor of Britmn Columbia after 
receiving an Address from the Legislative 
Council of British Culumbia requesting that 
this Act should bo proclaimed by bini. and 
alter having been ojflcially informed that Ad- 
drosses to the same etlcc! have been adopted 
by the Legislative Council and Legislative 
Asse nbly of Vn ncotiver Island, shall j, reclaim 
the same accordingly. 

4. From and immediately alter tbe Proc- 
lamation ol this Act by tbe Governor of Brits 
ish Columbia, the Oolooy of Vancouver Is- 
land shall be and the same is hereby united 
with the Colony ol British Columbia, and 
thenceforth those two Colonies shall form and 
be one Colony, with the name of British Cul- 
umbia (which Union is in this Act referred 
to as the Union ) 

5. On tho Union taking efiVet, the form of 
Government existing in Vaocouver Island as 
a separato Colony shall cease, and the 
power and authority ol the Executive Gov- 
ernment and of ihe Legislature existing in 
British Columbia, shall extend to and over 
Vuneouver Island; but m order that provision 
may be made lor tlie representation of Van- 
couvor Island in the Legislature of British 
Columbia alter the Union, the maximum 
number of Councillors in tbe Legislative 
Council of British Columbia after the Union, 
shall, until it is otherwise provided by lawful 
authority, be twenty-three instead of fifteen: 

C. Alter and notwithstanding the Union, 
the laws in loreo in the separate Colonies ol 
British Columbia and Vuneouver Island, 
respectively, at tho time of the Union taking 
eQec', shall until it is otherwise provided by 
lawlul authority, remain in force as if this 
Act had not boeti passed or proclaimed; save 
only that tho laws relative to tbe Revenue of 
Customs in force in British Columbia at 
the time ol tho Union taking ofTect, 
shall, until it is otherwise provided by 
lawful authority, extend and apply lo Van- 
couver Island; and, until it is otherwise pro- 
vidod by lawlul authority, tho Uovernor of 
British Columbia shall have, in relation to 
the territory lor ttie time being under hi* 
Government, all the powers and authorities 
for tho time being vested, in relation to tbe 
Uniied Kingdom in the Commissioners of 
Her Majesty's Treasury or in tho Commis- 
Bionors of Customs, with reipoct to the ap- 
pointment ol warehousing ports, anil too 
approval and appointment ol warehouses or 
places of security in such ports, and every- 
thing consequent Ihereon or rolativo thereto.

A frightful colliery explosion had taken 
place in a initio at Diuikinfiold, England 
Forty-three lives were lost. 

The strike among tho dock Inborcrs, sea- 
men, Ac, in Liverpool, was Decoming gen- 
eral and serious. 

On Juno 13 Messrs C. W. Kflllook & Co., 
actios under the orders of the United States 
Consul, offered for sale, at Liverpool, the late 
famous American rebel cruiser T&llahasso, an 
iron, screw steamer, of two hundred anil 
thirty-live tons register, under the name of 
the Chameleon, and the late Confederate 
cruiser Sumter, a » oodon screw streamer of 
six hundred and fifty-four tons, under the 
name of the Gibraltar. There was a good 
attendance, and, considering tho stale of the 
times, a spirited bidding for both vessels. 
The Chameleon was knocked down for£G400, 
and tho Gibraltar for £1150. 

John Bright's remarks, in tho English 
flouso of Commons, in opposition to the law 
of primogeniture in tho transmission of real 
estate in England may be regarded as tho 
first direct warning of chango to tho peerage 
and aristocracy. 

Tho wholo bill of Marshal O'Donnoll, 
granting extraordinary powers to tho gnvern- 
ment, was adopted by the Spanish Cortes 
Juno 13, by one hundred and sixty against 
ninotyisix votes. 

Tho King of Greece has announced his inn 
tention of relinquishing his proposed visit to 
Corfu on account of the imminence ol war. 
The public mind still continues very agitated 
The persons who inhabit tho houses near 
tho Palais Royal, Paris, have remarked tier- 
ing three weeks that Prince Napoleon has 
not allowed a single day to pass without 
going to the Tuilleries. Every morning about 
ten tho Prince lias been seen to leave his 
house, cross on foot the Place du Palais 
Royal, walk along the arcade of the Rue de 
Rivoli as far as tho wicket of tho Rue de 
I'Echellc, and thero penetrato into the impe- 
rial residence. The intercourse has again be- 
come intimato between the Emperor and his 
cousin, especially Bince tho speech at 
Auxerre. 

A St. Petersburg correspondent, writing 
on the 6th of Juno, denies that there exists an 
understanding or treaty by virtue of which 
Russia will assist Ausiria in the coming war. 
He places in review a summary of the his- 
tory of tho diplomacy of the two empires 
during the past sixteen years as evider.ee 
that such an arrangement would not be en- 
tered into. Russiu, it is said, will not per- 
mit Turkey to occupy the Danubian Princi- 
palities. 

It is staled that Sweden, Norway and 
Denmark ba\o concluded an offensive and 
defeusivo treaty of alliance. 

The cattle plague return lor the week end- 
ing June 9 shows a total of nine hundred and 
eighty-seven cases, being an increase of 
twenty-seven on the previous week. 

A great fire in tbfl general warehouses at 
Bordeaux had destroyed protluco of various 
kinds valued at several millious of francs. 

Cholera was said to bo prevailing at An- 
gers, St. Nazaire, Nantes and Amiens. 

La France of tho 14th ol' June alludes ns 
follows to tho rumor that the Emperor Maxi- 
milian was about to abdicate the throno ol 
Mexico. We are in n position to affirm 
ihut letters which have been received Irom 
the Emperor Maximilian by the tepresenta« 
lives of .Mexico to foreign courts afford no 
ground for believing ihat tho news of his Ma 
jesty having taken the resolutlun attributed 
to him has any serious foundation. 

In the Corps Legislatif M. Gamier Pages 
commented in severo terms upon the bom- 
bardment of Valparaiso by Spain. 

The Italian Chamber of Deputies had al- 
most unanimously adopted the bill fur the 
suppression of religious bodies. 

A Paris journal says the ex-robel American 
Capiain Maury has offered tho French Gov- 
ernment a new turpedo of immense power, 
invented by him. The letter says Maury 
has become a naturalised Mexicun and is 
about lo be named to a high command in 
the Mexican navy. 

Cholera hud broken out at Nantes, France. 
There were Irom fifteen to twenty cases daily 
though there were but few deaths. 

Tho governments of Spain and Portugal 
have agreed to act iu common for defence ol 
neutrality in case of European .var. 

The Russian forces in the Caucasus, on 
the Turkish froutier, aro (June .0) being 
strengthened on tho west of the Easing. 
Russia has also formed a camp in Bessara- 
bia. 

Despatches in Vienna, of Juno 5th, from 
Bucharest,, announce Ihat a serious riot has 
taken place at lbrailu. Tho frontier guards 
resist tho order lo join the army at Buchar- 
est, rose against their officers, and demanded 
to be sent back to their homes. Tho Gov- 
ernment at firnt endeavored to compel the 
obedience of tho mutineers by means ol the 
regular troops, but as they were supported 
by Iho population it was obliged to yield. 

Tho London Army and Nary Gazette is 
disgusted that the Chinese Princes iu Eng- 
land, were left to find thoir own way to Al- 
dersbott camp, with no ono but an officer of 
engineers to receive them, and no lunch ex- 
cept what they happened to pick up at the 
mess ol a hospitable corps, 

A favoruhlo change in the woatlier has 
caused a considerable improvement in the 
hop plantations in England. Tho reports 
from tho various districts throughout East 
and Mid Kent, all concur in describing the 
plant as much improved. 

Tho Registrar General of Shipping in 
England reports that in tho yenr lrj(>5, theie 
were 21,626 British registered vessels (ex- 
clusive of rivet steamers and colonial vessels) 
employed in tho homo and foreign trade of 
tho United Kingdom, not reckoning repea- 
ted voyages. Tho tonnage was 5, -108,451, 
mid tho number of men employed 197,640 

Tho cholera continues its ravages in Holl- 
and. Tho latest weekly return frnm Rotter- 
dam shows eighty-five ohhos — fifty-five 
proving fatal— in tbe principal towns. 

Tho cultivation of ten in India is a great 
success. The government factory turned out 
1 0, 1 U5 pounds last season. 
General Mouravieff has nrreated soycral 



hundred porsons, the greater port of them 
men ol rank and standing, on suspicion ol 
being implicated in tho lato uttouipt upon 
the life of tho Czar. 

A discovery of an important character is 
said to have been made in France, which 
will enable us to pass over tho Bilk worm and 
go direct to the mulberry tree for Qui supply 
of silk. 

Dowager Lady Truro has bequeathed to 
the Princess .Mary of Cambridge the whole 
of her lorltine und her house in Eaton Square, 
which it is believed will be the future resi- 
dence of the Princess und her husband. 

Our Benchers of Lincoln's Inn have ad- 
mitted Mr Benjamin, late Secretary of the 
Treasury in tho Confederate Stutes, without 
obliging him to eat his terms.

Port Townsend to he Again Cheated a 
Port of Entry. — A correspondent of the 
San Francisco Bulletin, writing from Wash- 
ington, says ; " The old fight is renowed 
over tho question of t ho Port of Entry on 
Puget Sound. Somo years ago, on recom- 
mendation of Victor Smith, a special agent 
of the Treasury Department, the Port of En- 
try in Pt get Sound was changed from Port 
Townscud to Port Angeles, greatly to the 
dissatisfaction ol the Port Townsend folks, 
who fintered into a chroaio controversy with 
said Smith, which continued up to tho time 
of his death, on occasion of the Brother Jona- 
than wreck, Victor always carrying, his 
point, however, when any decision was 
reached. Tho Port Towusond people are 
succeeding better, now that their old adver- 
sary is no more, and the House has passed a 
bill restoring the Custom House to its origi- 
nal location, from and aftor the 1st ol Octo- 
ber next." 



Admiral Denman and Tiie Siege of Val 
pakaiho.— An English authority, soys : It 
nppours thut Admiral Denman had no alter- 
native but to allow Spain to bombard VuU 
paruiso. Had ho done anything elso ho would 
have violated his instructions from home. A 
Blue Book has just been issued hero, filled 
with tho correspondence arising cut of the 
war betwoen Spain and Chilli, and acting 
under Lord Clarendon's directions Admiral 
Denman, it appears by this correspondence, 
was lied up to non-interference. The Chil- 
ian minister has demanded his passports, in 
consequence ; but tho government say to our 
merchunts whose property was destroyed at 
Valparaiso, that we must put up with a little 
wrong lost, by giving too much license to our 
representatives in foreign states, wo create 
a worso slato of things than an present ex- 
ists. 



Extensive Forwarding— During the 
past week a vast amount of freight was lor« 
warded from this town to the interior.

The suggestion is to drain 
the lakes that environ the eastern side ol 
Williams Creek, Valley Creek, &c, and then 
to form a drain commencing no.tr Willow 
river. 



Court ok Assize. —This Court met at 10 
o'clock ycsteiday morning. Tho following 
named gentlemen were sworn in as Grand 
Jurors: W. J. Macdonald (foreman) T. L. 
Stahlschmidt, Thomas Wilson, W. C. Ward, 
Jeremiah Nagle, M. T. Johnston, W. E. 
Stronach, James Uillon, Thomas Allsop, W. 
Denny, A. Munro, James Lowe, J. C. Nic- 
holson, James Anderson, R. H. Adams, Al- 
geroa Austen, Thomas Trounce, J. J. South- 
gate, Captain Good, Robert Plummer. Tho 
Grand Jury brought in true bills against Ah 
Yah for rape, and Timothy, (an Indian) for 
perjury. These being the only cases, the 
Grand Jury were discharged for the term. 
The trial of Ah Yah was proceeded with, the 
Attorney General appeared (or the proseen« 
lion, and Mr Alston instructed by Mr Court- 
ney, for the defence. The accused was con- 
victed and sentenced to flvo years' imprison- 
ment. Timothy was also convicted, aud re- 
ceived a sentence of six months' imprison* 
memt. 



Bad News from Australia. — A letter 
dated Adelaide, S. A., April 2Glh, 18CG, 
gives the following deplorable account of 
the state of affairs in that part of the col- 
ony. ''Business of all kinds is very dull. 
Hundreds of peoplo arc seeking employment ; 
and immigrants ate arriving at the roto of 
800 a month— the poor devils have to break 
stones for the Government, till something 
better turns up. Hundreds of thousands of 
sheep and cattle have perished from drought, 
aud unless it fains sood, there will be great 
Duffoiing. Provisions have advanced 50 per 
cent since last year; beef selling at 10 
ponce y lb ; vegetables at 3 pence, and 
everything elso in proportion. The other 
day an advertisemct' appeared, calling for 
six men to go north I 250 answered it 
in person. A report /reached here that 
a ship supposed to he Cyclone, from 
Vuucouver bland, cap ed in B1133 straits. 

A Rich Quartz LB^p. — A despatch from 
Williams Creek, July 30th, says : "Wo un- 
derstand that Mr Mo Worthy, superintendent 
of the Cherry Creek Silver Mining Co., who 
arrived hero lately, paid a visit on Friday 
last to the Homo Slake Co.'s ledge, situated 
on the mountain that dlvldesJWllliama from 
Grouse Creek, along with soveral members 
of tho company. A blast was put into tho 
reef, about four loot Ironi tho surfaco, detach- 
ing some ;S0() pounds of rock, scarcely a piece 
of which did not contain more or less gold 
which could bo scan with tha naked eyo. 
Mr McWorthy expressed himself satisfied 
with tho croppings ol tho ledge, and wo be- 
lieve baa mode a proposition to'tlic company 
that il they will einlc twenty feet down in the 
ledge and transmit half a ton of tho rock to 
San Francisco, ho will havo it assayed, and, 
if [satisfaolory, will bring up ^ fivo stamp 
mill to work tho lodgo."
